American public life. Nothing which 
•e eTer did while president attracted 
more attention than the famous mes- 
sage he sent to congress In December, 
1SS5, on the subject of Great Britain' 
controversy with Venezuela over the 
boundary between the latter country 
«nd British Guiana. In an Interview 
»lth a New York Times correspond- 
ent Hilary A. Herbert, then Mr. Cleve- 
land's secretary of the navy, now for 
the first time tells the true Inwardness 
of that historic episode. 


"The foundation for Mr'. Cleveland's 


celebrated Venezuelan message," said 
Mr. Herbert, "was the note of Secre- 
tary of State Olney to Lord 
Salia- 


fcury, the British minister for foreign 
affairs. That note was written during 
the congressional recess, three months 
before congress convened, and before 
Mr. Cleveland's message was prepared. 
The Oiney note was drafted after a 
consultation between the secretary of 
•tate and Mr. Cleveland during the 
summer at Great Gables on Buzzard.'s 
bay. Mr. Olney went there, as I have 
always understood, to confer with the 
president about the Venezuelan ques- 
tion The note was submitted to every 
member of the cabinet. I remember 
distinctly I was In Washington 
that 


summer and a copy of the; note came 
to me and Mr. Carlisle, the secretary 
of the treasury, and Mr. Lament the 
secretary of war, and we considered 
the policy together. 


"I remember that as the note devel- 


oped it almost took my breath away 
and I was inclined to oppose Its presen- 
tation, but before the reading was fln- 
Jshed I realized its force and value and 
I heartily approved it. Between Mr. 
Carlisle, Mr. Lament and myself some 


make every effort to Induce Mr. Cleve- 
land to attend his church. Immediate- 
ly .after the inauguration Dr. Sunder- 
land called .upon the president, and the 
latter agreed to be enrolled among his 
parishioners. Cleveland was very reg- 
ular in attendance.

A BAD CAMPAIGNER.

LEVELAND was known always as 
a bad campaigner. It was an ex- 
tremely difficult thing to get him 


to take an active part in politics, even 
when he was running for office him- 
self. When he was nominated for may- 
or of Buffalo, a quarter of a century 
ago, his political managers 
were in 


despair because of his 
Indifference. 


The future president would promise to 
speak, but when the time came he 
would fail to appear, and then It wa> 


ter when his' pen touched the, paper. 
His handwriting was small, but clear 
It was like Copper-plate. Probably no 
president of recent times used a pen 
with as much frequency as Cleveland. 


The 
painstaking character of Mr 


Cleveland's work will be realized when 
it is known that he made a personal 
examination of every paper that came 
before him. This particularly was 
true of the records of courts-martial of 
officers 
of 
the 
army 
and 
navy 


Whether the defendant was an ensign 
or an admiral, a lieutenant or a gen- 
eral, he could depend on Mr. Cleveland 
to give fair consideration to the re- 
port of his trial. It frequently hap- 
pened that Mr. Cleveland detected 
flaws In the proceedings of the court 
in which case the 
officer 
benefited 


either In the way of modification of 
lus sentence or a new trial. 


EMBARRASSING FRIENDSHIPS.

NE of the remarkable traits of Mr. 
Cleveland's character lay In his 
ability to shake himself loose from 


imbarrasslng friendships upon reacti- 
ng a position where he was charged 
with the responsibility of filling fed- 
eral offices. Probably this was most

CLEVELAND'S HOME LIFE.

N ONE occasion a New York paper 
which was especially virulent In 
Its treatment of Mr. Cleveland 


printed a-story to the effect that on 
the previous night he had gotten beast- 
ly drunk and had kicked his wife down 
staira, bruising her terribly and black- 
ing both her eyes. 


Those who knew the charming rela- 


tions which existed between the presi- 
dent and his wife were Indignant at 
the publication. 
That it was abso- 


utely false I quickly discovered for 
myself. Crossing the White House 
grounds, I saw Mrs. Cleveland bending 
over a bed of pansles 
In which she 


ook special Interest, She was a beau- 
Iful picture that morning. Her eyes 
ere as clear as crystal, showing that 
he had slept well, and her skin with- 
ut a blemish. The alleged brutality 
f Mr. Cleveland towards his wife was 
requently described by the paper re- 
erred to, but never did I see any justi- 
cation ' or foundation for the state- 
nents It published. Because the presl- 
ent and Mrs. Cleveland refused to ex- 


hibit th3ir children to the gaping 
crowd 
reports were published that 


they we?e Idiots and that one of them 
was blind. These 
reports wore not 


only false, but so cruel as to arouse 
the hearty Indignation of the friends 
of the president and his wife. 


It has been often said, and with Jus-

one locality on earth.

the mosquitoes tor himself in the Na 
UonaJ museum, where they have been 
deposited. August Busck is the name 


mosquito, the only kind in America 
spreading this Infectlen, scientifically 
called stegomyia, is very scarce. It Is 
possible to live for weeks on the line 
of tlje canal without seeing a single" 
specimen. This mosquito Is a strictly 
domestic 
insect, never found ' away 


from man. It breeds only in artificiaf 
receptacles, such as 
barrels, water 


coolers, bottles, tin cans, etc.. In and 
around human habitations.

ASHINGTON.—The Interest 
in the personality of Grover 
Cleveland has naturally re- 
called 
many incidents of 


the days when bis was the 
most 
forceful 
figure 
in 


American public life. Nothing which 
fce erer did while president attracted 
more attention than the famous meg- 
•age he sent to congress In December, 
U95, on the subject of Great Britain's 
controversy with Venezuela over the 
boundary between the latter country 
«nd British Gniana. In an interview 
with a New York Times correspond- 
ent Hilary A. Herbert, then Mr. Cleve- 
land's secretary of the navy, now for 
the first time telts the true inwardness 
of that historic episode. 


"The foundation for Mr". Cleveland's 


celebrated Venezuelan message," said 
Mr. Herbert, "was the note of Secre- 
tary of State Olney to Lord Salis- 
bury, the British minister for foreign 
affairs. That note was written during 
the congressional recess, tbree months 
before congress convened, and before 
Mr. Cleveland's message was prepared. 
The Olney note was drafted 
after a 


consultation between the secretary of 
atate and Mr, Cleveland during the 
summer at Great Gables on Buzzard's 
bay. Mr. Olney went there, as I have 
always understood, to confer with the 
president about the Venezuelan Ques- 
tio* The note was submitted to every 
member of the cabinet, 
I remember 


distinctly I was in Washington 
that 


summer and a copy of ihQ 
1 note came 


to me and Mr. Carlisle, the secretary 
of the treasury, and Mr. Lament, the 
secretary of war, and we considered 
the policy together. 


"I remember that as the note devel- 


oped it almost took my breath away, 
and I was inclined to oppose its presen- 
tation, but before the reading was fin- 
ished I realized its force and value and 
I heartily approved it. Between Mr. 
Carlisle, Mr. Lament and myself some

make every effort to induce Mr. Cleve- 
land to attend his churcb. Immediate- 
ly .after the Inauguration Dr. Sunder- 
lanfl called .upon the president, and the 
latter agreed to be enrolled among his 
parishioners. Cleveland was very reg- 
ular in attendance. Always a large 
crowd assembled in front of 
the 


church to see him entering and leav- 
ing The crowd was amazed to find 
that when the carriage stopped Cleve- 
land would leave the vehicle and start 
for the door, while some one else 
would have to assist Mrs. Cleveland to 
alight. Then she would hasten after 
her husband and, catching up witli 
him, the two would walk up the aisle 
together to their pew. 


A BAD CAMPAIGNER.

LEVELAND was known always as 
a bad campaigner. It was an ex- 
tremely difficult thing to get him 


to take an active part in politics, even 
when he was running for office him- 
self. When he was nominated for may- 
or of Buffalo, a quarter of a century 
ago, his political managers were in 
despair because of his 
indifference. 


The future president would promise to 
speak, but when the time came he 
would fail to appear, and then it was 


ter when hlfc 
1 pen touched th§ paper. 


His handwriting was small, but clear. 
It was like Clipper-plate. Probably no 
president of recent times used a pen 
with as much frequency as Cleveland. 


The painstaking character of Mr. 


Cleveland's work will be realized when 
it is known that he made a personal 
examination of every paper that came 
before 
him. This particularly was 


true of the records of courts-martial of 
officers 
of 
tne 
army 
and 
navy. 


Whether the defendant was an ensign 
or an admiral, a lieutenant or a gen- 
eral, he could depend on Mr. Cleveland 
to give fair consideration to the re- 
port of his trial. It frequently hap- 
pened that Mr. Cleveland detected 
flaws In the proceedings of the court, 
in which case the 
officer 
benefited 


either in the way of modification of 
his sentence or a new trial. 


EMBARRASSING FRIENDSHIPS.

NE of the remarkable traits of Mr. 
Cleveland's character lay in his 
ability to shake himself loose from 


embarrassing friendships upon reach- 
Ing a position where he was charged 
with the responsibility of filling fed- 
eral offices. Probably this was most 


tornejr for the northern district of 
New York. This was Indignantly de- 
clined at first, but subsequently ac- 
cepted for the benefit of Lockwood'n 
young associate, William B. Hoyt. 


CLEVELAND'S HOME LIFE.

N ONE occasion a New York paper 
which was especially virulent In 
Its treatment of Mr. Cleveland 


printed a-story to the effect that on 
the previous night he had gotten beast- 
ly drunk and had kicked his wife down. 
stairs, bruising her terribly and black- 
ing both her eyes. 


Those who knew the charming rela- 


tions which existed between the presi- 
dent and his wife were indignant at 
the publication. That it was abso- 
lutely false I quickly discovered for 
myself. Crossing the White House 
grounds, I saw Mrs. Cleveland bending 
over a bed of pansles In which she 
took special interest. She was a beau- 
tlful picture that morning. Her eyes 
were as clear as crystal, showing that 
she had slept well, and her ekin with- 
out a blemish. The alleged brutality 
of Mr. Cleveland towards his wife was 
frequently described by the paper re- 
ferred to, but never did I see any justi- 
ncatlon ' or foundation for the state- 
ments it published. Because the presi- 
dent and Mrs. Cleveland refused to ex- 
hibit thsir children to the 
gaping 


crowd reports were published that 
they were idiots and that one of them 
was blind. These reports were not 
only false, but so cruel as to arouse 
the hearty Indignation of the friends 
of the president and his wife. 


It has been often said, and with jus- 


tice, that Mrs. Cleveland made an ideal 
"First Lady of the Land."

Mrs. Cleveland did what no other wife 
of a-president attempted. At recep- 
tions she would take a step forward 
and shake hands with the caller, re-

But his 
popularity was so great that he experi- 
enced little difficulty in polling a large 
vote for mayor. This campaign oc- 
curred during a time of political up- 
heaval, when Buffalo was one of the 
doubtful cities of the state. From the 
close of the war up to the '90s no one 
could foretell Just how the municipal 
elections In Buffalo would turn out. 
Cleveland was made candidate for gov- 
ernor particularly because of his vig- 
orous administration of the mayor's 
office. His most conspicuous act was 
the veto of an ordinance of the council 
granting a contract for cleaning the 
city to personal friends. Cleveland 
regarded this contract as against pub- 
lic policy, and, notwithstanding the 
pressure exercised by his closest ad- 
visers, he disapproved the measure, and 
by this act attracted the attention of 
the state. There is not the slightest 
doubt that what Mr. Cleveland did on, 
that occasion had a greater bearing 
on his future political career than any- 
thing he had done. 


A FRIEND OF THE 
PEN. 


M 


R. CLEVELAND took a great In- 
terest in pension legislation. Ob- 
serving a discriminating attitude, 


which was most Important, both for 
the public treasury and from the point 
of view of those veterans of unblem- 
ished records. It was his custom to ex- 
amine each act and all the facts con- 
nected with tne claim of the benefici- 
ary with the greatest care. If he found 
a flaw In1 the record he would put a 
veto on the back ot the act In his own 
handwriting. Cleveland rarely dic- 
tated. Be found his ideas flowed bet- 


ftrongly Illustrated during the months 
following his inauguration 
as presi- 


dent, when Washington was crowded 
with hungry place hunters. Two days 
before the 4th of March, 1885, about 
300 Buffalonlans came to the capital, 
marched from the freight depot on Vir- 
ginia avenue to Odd Fellows' hall on 
Seventh street, and took up their 
quarters In the latter building. This 
contingent lustily carried out the os- 
tensible purpose of Its visit to "Whoop 
It up for Grove." The main object of 
every man, however, was to secure a 
job under the federal 
government. 


Their ambitions ranged^ from collector 
of internal revenue down to driver of 
the mall wagons. The candidates re- 
mained in Washington seven days and 
then departed without a Dingle plum 
In their possession."' Of that noble 
band of 300 none secured an appoint- 
ment from Mr. Cleveland during either 
of his administrations. 


The most conspicuous example, per- 


haps, of Mr. Cleveland's unwillingness 
to consider friends for public office 
was that furnished by the case ot the 
late Dantel M. Lockwood. Lockwood 
placed the name of Cleveland before 
Democratic conventions for mayor, 
governor and- president As bis re- 
ward he sought appointment as United 
States minuter at Madrid. He secured 
enough Indorsements to qualify him- 
self for a cabinet office. Mr. Cleve- 
land had other views, however, with 
the result'that the close friendship be- 
tween the two men was ruptured, and 
Mr. Lockwood did not renomlnate 
Cleveland in the" convention of 1888. 
The breach was apparently unclosable, 
but at laat Mr, Cleveland 
tendered 


juockwoed the position of district at- 


the next In line. This was a task 
which only a woman of 
tremendous 


physical endurance could carry out 
successfully. 
At the New Year's re- 


ceptions, jtor example, 9,000 persons 
greeted the president and his wife. So 
that Mrs. Cleveland took 9.000 steps 
and shook hands 9,000 times on each 
of these occasions. 


AS FRIEND AND LAWYER. 
C 


LEVELAND was more of a socia- 
ble man than a social one. He en- 
joyed few social' relations In Buf- 


falo, rarely visiting the houses ot 
friends. At the same time he was 
most convivial with his male acquaint- 
ances. He was fond of playing cardfl 
In his youth and spent most of his time 
with the boys. As a lawyer he seldom 
practised in court, and, while never re- 
garded as a close student, he had the 
facility of grasping a legal problem, 
which made him invaluable aa eou&s«l. 
His practice was confined almost alto- 
gether to his office, his associates 
making the arguments In court 


PRESIDENTIAL LOVEMAKINO.

CCORDING to a story In circula- 
tion at the time, Daniel 3. Lament 
was the John Alden of Orovei 


Cleveland In connection with the lat- 
ter's marriage. Lament was sent by 
the president to Buffalo to ask Ml«» 
Folsom to marry his chief. There wu 
no "Speak for yourself, John," as Ml«i 
Fotsom accepted the otter.' Hiaa Fol- 
som, of-course, knew her future has- 
bend very well, as she had been bit 
werd and had come Into frequent and 
intimate contact with him.

THE CANAL ZONE. 


IN 


Scientist/ After an Investigation in the 


Isthmian Region, Makes Remark- 


able Collection of Little 


Disease Bearers. 


Washington.—A 
government 
bug 


hunter has been down on the Isthmus 
of Panama collecting mosquitoes in 
the canal zone. He secured larvae ot 
S3 species, of which 30 were new to 
science. 
With seven additional spe- 


cies already known, this constitutes 
the largest number recorded from any 
one locality on earth. 


Anybody who is interested may see 


the mosquitoes for himself in the Na- 
tional museum, where they have been 
deposited. August Busck is the name 
of this scientific collector who 
now 


holds the mosquito record. 
He spent 


throe months on the isthmus during 
the mosquito breeding time, covering 
the end of the dry season and 
tllo 


early part of the rainy season. 


It has cost, and is costing, a lot of 


money to protect the lives of the men 
working in the canal zone from the 90 
separate 
species of mosquitoes now 


known to exi.st along the route of the 
waterway. 


Mosquitoes do not fly very far from 


the p'ace where they are born. They 
keen close to their food supply. Those 
that affect the inhabitants of a towu 
or camp normally do not come from 
a distance greater than 200 yards. It 
is this fact that renders the sanitary 
work of the canal commission possible, 


Tho land about every settlement is 


cleared by the removal of all brush, 
undergrowth and grass; 
only shade 


and fruit trees are left, and these are 
thinned out to admit sunlight, and free 
ventilation. When practicable, swamps 
and low lands are filled in witl) some 
of the immense supply of material 
taken from the Culfibra cut. 


Then the whole area is drained so 


that the surface water will run off. 
Ditches and slow-flowing streams are 
kept clear of mosquitoes by drippings 
of oil or of copper sulphate. Swamps 
'and pools.are oiled at least once a 
week. 


Water barrels, buckets and 
palls 


must be screened or oiled, and all tin 
cans must be buried. Even the cast- 
off machines, brush-covered relics of 
French occupation, are drained of 
their puddles of water. If many In- 
sects Infest a camp or town, It is 
fumigated. 
By carrying out these 


methods of general extermination ex- 
ceptlonally thorough results have al- 
ready been obtained. 


One Important feat 
already 
has 


been accomplished. 
The yellow fever 


mosquito, the only kind in America 
spreading this infectlen, scientifically . 
called stegomyla, is very scarce. It IB 
possible to live for weeks on the Hge^ 
of tqe canal without seeing a single 
specimen. This mosquito Is a etrlctly 
domestic Insect, never found ' away 
from man. It breeds only in artlflclaf 
receptacles, auch as 
barrels, water 


coolers, bottles, tfn cans, etc.. in and 
around human habitations. Knowing 
this, it is well within the power of the 
authorities to eliminate 
absolutely 


this dangerous insect, and render a 
yellow fever epidemic impossible on 
account of the total absence of the 
only agent -which spreads it. 


The malaria carrying varieties, in- 


cluded under the general name of ano- 
pheles, are also subject to rigorous at- 
tack. 
Usually 
the 
species of this 


group deposit larvae along the edges 
of slow-flowing streams and stagnant 
pools, but specimens were also secured 
from the bottom of an old boat, from 
an abandoned dump car, from holes in 
trees and 
in 
similar 
out-of-the-way 


spots. It has not yet been determined 
whether all of these are inslrumental 
in carrying malaria, and thercfoie they 
may furuish a fertile field for invest!- 
gatit..i.
